to day .

and a man who charged he had 
been held prisoner in an autom o­ 
bile diverted attention from the 
calm little courtroom here where 
the federal government, is trying 
44 persons and 19 coal corpora­ 
tions on charges of conspiring to 
repel union organization of min­ 
ers in violation of 
the 
W agner 
Labor Relations act. 
Those events even overshadowed 
a government witness who flung 
into the face of defense counsel a 
charge that an attem pt had been 
made to bribe him 
with 
money 
and a “good job’ ’to come into 
court and “swear right.” 
Background 
Uncertain 
Whether the killing and the re­ 
ported kidnaping had anything to 
do with this trial or whether they 
were only isolated outbreaks of 
“bad blood” in Harlan remained 
uncertain 
today. 
Conflicting 
stories came from Harlan county 
officials and other persons who 
had knowledge of the sudden out­ 
break of violence. 
One fact is indisputable-L es­ 
ter Smithers, a former president 
of the United Mine W orkers’ local 
at Yancey, Ky., who 
was 
sub­ 
poenaed by the government in the 
conspiracy trial, is dead with a 
bullet wound in his head and Ver- 
lin (Billygoat) Fee and his bro­ 
ther, Clyde, are held in Harlan 
jail in connection with the killing. 
G-men investigated reports that 
three men kidnaped 
John 
Isom 
yesterday 
because 
he 
was 
“a 
dam union#’ man. 
Isom told* the 
story himself, explaining that he 
had jumped from an automobile 
and escaped. 
The puzzling part of the Smith­ 
ers killing and the kidnaping of 
Isom was that neither man had 
testimony of much weight of sig­ 
nificance to throw into the bal­ 
ance for the government. Smith­ 
ers, in fact, had been excused as 
a witness although he still was 
under, subpoena. W hat he would 
have told if he had lived and testi­ 
fied was that he had a quarrel 
with a strawboss a t the Harlan 
Fuel company where he 
worked. 
Smithers was ready to testify that 
the quarrel started because 
the 
strawboss taunted him about the 
“breaking up of the union.” That 
Is milk-mild testimony 
in 
this 
courtroom where alm ost every day 
some one swears to murder or as­ 
sault.

THE G REA TEST chance 
Al­ 
mighty God ever took was that 
by which he endowed 
mankind 
with free moral agency, including 
freedom of will to ehooac to do 
or not to do the will of God. The 
first Adam, in his hour of trial 
in the Garden of Eden, followed 
the 
policy, 
“Not thy will, 
but 
mine be done.” 
The last Adam, 
God’s “second model,” in the G ar­ 
den of Gethsemane, as in every 
other hour of trial, followed the 
policy expressed 
in 
his prayer, 
“Not my will, but thine be done.” 
“ H atc h and P ray” 
Gethsemane 
was 
a 
favorite 
place of prayer to our Lord, Judas 
had gone there often with his 
Master and knew Just where to 
find him when the hour of be­ 
trayal came. 
Jesus realized most 
keenly his own need of spiritual 
preparation 
for 
the 
impending 
hour of trial. 
He earnestly de­ 
sired 
that 
his 
disciples 
should 
share this realization with him, 
and should w ant to prepare them ­ 
selves for it by prayer. “My soul 
is exceeding sorrowful even unto 
death: abide ye here and watch 
. . . watch and pray, that ye 
enter not 
into 
temptation; 
the 
spirit indeed is willing, but the 
flesh Is weak.” 
“And he said, 
Abba. Father, all things are possi­ 
ble unto thee; 
remove this cup 
from mc! howbeit not what I will, 
but what thou wilt.” 
St. Luke, 
the physician, adds In his account 
that, “being 
in 
an 
agony, 
he 
prayed more earnestly; and his 
sweat became as it were great 
drops of blood falling down upon 
the ground.” 
'Ibe disciples failed U tterly to 
meet their M aster’s test of their 
willingness 
to 
serve 
him 
by 
watching 
with 
him 
during 
his 
hour 
of 
trial 
in 
Gethsemane 
Three times he returned to them 
from 
his 
praying 
and 
“found 
them sleeping.” 
Luke adds that 
they were “sleeping for sorrow.” 
But as they slept Jesus prayed on 
and on concerning the cup of sor­ 
row he was about to drink. W hat 
was this “cup” for the removal 
of w’hieh our I>ord prayed so earn­ 
estly and 
insistently 
in 
Geth­ 
semane? 
If it was just the phy­ 
sical death of the 
cross, 
then 
Jesus faced death with far less 
fortitude 
than 
an 
innumerable 
company of 
m artyrs. 
Physical 
death was only the shadow of 
that against 
which 
he 
prayed

“with strong crying and tears” 
and bloody sweat. 
The real sub­ 
stance was spiritual death. 
This 
being the 
larger 
part 
of “the 
wages of sin” it could not pass 
from him. 
It was this th at he 
was drinking to the bitter dregs 
as he cried out of the darkness 
from the cross, “My God, my God, 
why hast thou forsaken m e ? ” 
It 
was as he emptied this spiritual 
cup that he “became a curse for 
us” and “was made sin for us 
that we m ight be made the right­ 
eousness of God in him.” 
This 
was the inexpressible horror that 
made his “soul exceeding sorrow­ 
ful, even unto death” 
in

semane.

The cowardice of the arresting 
mob reveals Itself in the numbers 
th a t came against him, in their 
weapons and in the treacherous 
sign of the betrayer’s kiss.

In the conference on wages and 
hours, leaders expected the North-

fore a filibuster threat and had 
tentatively agreed to wage scale 
provisions which carry no time 
limitations. 
But the possibility of adjourn­ 
ment by Tuesday was extremely 
doubtful, despite satisfactory de­ 
velopments in the two major con­ 
ferences.
